- In exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 , read with sub 
section ( 1 ) of section 7 of the Employees Provident Funds Act, 1952 ( 19 of 1952 ) , 
the Central Government hereby makes the following Scheme further to amend 
the Employees Provident Funds Scheme, 1952, namely : 

1. This Scheme may be called the Employees Provident Funds (Eighth Amend 
ment) Scheme, 1966 . 

2 . In the Employees Provident Funds Scheme, 1952, 
( 1) in paragraph 38, 
( a ) to sub - paragraph ( 1) , the following proviso shall be added , namely – 
" Provided that if there is no employee who is required or entitled to 

become a member of the Fund , the employer shall send a NIL 

return ." ; 
(b ) to sub - paragraph (2 ), after clause ( b ) , the following proviso shall be 

added , namely : 
" Provided that if there is no employee qualifying to become a member of 

the Fund for the first time or there is no employee leaving service 
of the employer during the preceding month , the employer shall 

send a NIL return ." ; and 
( 11 ) in paragraph 38 . to sub - paragraph ( 2 ) , the following proviso shall be 
added , namely 
" Provided that an employer shall send a NIL return , if no such recoveries 
have been made from the employees ."
